,he year of the largest numbers as already 
mentio_'jd, the average was but 40; last 
year it was 69 2-10, exceeding in this re- 
spect all other years in the hislory of the 
Library. Although the number of sharc- 
lolders is so much less than formerly, there 
is more reading now to the square inch. In 
this palpable fact let us find a crumb of com- 
fort.

EDITOR GAHETTE—Colorado Springs is 12 


miles due east of Pike's Peak, and about the 
same distance southwest of the famous sum- 
mit lies Cripple Creek, the road distanco be- 
tween the two through the canyon being 
about 22 mite, and tlie present railroad dis- 
tance twice as much. 
The altitude of the 


great gold camp is about 9000 feet—30CO 
above this city. The locality is an elevated 
hilly basin surrounded by mountains, and 
up to 1891 was an almost unknown spot, oc- 
cupied as a cattle ranch. The town of Crip- 
ple Creek' is an incorporated city of about 
8000 or 9!)00 people. 
The gold-bearing dis- 


trict as a! present opened is nearly square, 
and coycfs about 30 square milos, embracing 
the town-of Victor with about 4000 people, 
and a dozen oi1 so little towns and town sites 
n variots stages of growth and with various 
prospects of future greatness. 


The population oi tae entire district is 


/supposed to be from 20,000 to 25,000, at this 
time.; and it will not increase dm-intr the 
wteer, lor while the railroads carry in 
from Denver to this eity about 150 or 200 
icople daily they also carry out fully as 
many. The people who stay here are the 
tciual miners, the rhinocerous-liided vete- 


•fin prospectors, and the fools. 
The pros- 


lecling field will probably be enlarged to 
Ihree times the present size in the spring, 
and I should not be at all surprised—sur- 
prise does not exist in the Rockies—if tho 
coming summer will see 100,000 or more 
people in the gold-field.

tivity spreading, to be checked by the 
miners' strike of 1894, when Colorado's 
choice buffoon, the ridiculous ''bloody bri- 
dles Waite" proceeded to turn the guberna- 
torial chair of the State into a variety stage, 
as is well remembered. 
The strike proved 


to be a fire that burned ilsclf out when the 
Governor got tired of fanning it, and from 
that time the development of Cripple Creek 
has gone steadily on. 


The great bonanza of the camp is the fam- 


ous Independense mine, located on July 4th 
1891, by W. S. Stratton, who is the sole 
owner, and named by him in honor of the 
day. 
The history of this mine is one of the 


things that nobody believes at first hearing 
It has yielded z& round numbers about $1,- 


and is now while only worked for 


Development, yielding $50,000 dollars 
month in output., about four-fifths of which 
is net proSl. No "sloping" at all has been 
done, the operations being confined to sink 
ing the shaft and running levels, and the 
estimates of values thus exposed is $10,000 
000. 
The owner is reported to have sail 


that he expeotcd to get the mine so blockec 
out that he could raise $1,000,000 to lh' 
surface in a week. 


Stratton has also acquired other v&luabl 


properties by purchase, and is now supposes 
lo be one of the largest individual owners o 
gold mines in the United States, with th 
chances all apparently in his favor for be 
coming one of the richest men in the world 
He is a little under 60 years of age, and ha 
been in Colorado over twenty years, durin 
which time he has been a prospector froi 
choice and a carpenter from necessity, work 
ing at, bis trade from time to time to accu 
ululate enough to start prospecting again 
then exhausting his savings in digging holes 
and coming back to Colorado Springs t 
work for more, and having on a couple o 
occasions "gone broke" so badly that th 
Sheriff interviewed him at the instance o 
creditors. 
About a couple of years ago b 


was $4000 in debt and offered the Indepei 
dence mine for $5800, but unable to sell, h 
kept on going deeper from necessity, and f 
nally struck the lode that has realized hi 
twenty years dream and satisfied his twent 
years craving. 
Such in brief is the story o 


Stratton's luck as told me with many add 
lions and details by men who knew him. 
find in some of the published stories anothe 
version that depicts him as a man of grea 
mining knowledge, well versed in geology 
of experience in the management of mines 
and able to determine scientifically th's valu 
of ores. I find that all tlie prospectors ca 
talk quite leirnedly about geology and min 
eralogy, as is not surprising, and that man 
if not most of them are able to use the blow 
fipe is well known.

;rue fissures, but "gash veins." 
These arc 


veins in the granite lhat have cracked open 
from the outside under shrinkage or cooling 
and have been filled with ore that ran in 
from the surface when the eruption forces 
slopped over. Bolh kinds of veins show an 
outcrop at the earth's surface, but the gash 
vein tapers off and is soon mined out. The 
work already done at Cripple Creek has ex- 
ploded the gash vein theory.

THE MYSTERIOUS NIHILIST WHO WAS 


KILLED BY A LOCOMOTIVE. 


He Carried the Beeret of His Identity to 


Ills Grave—A Remarkable Man Io Many 
S, n»<w. His Career Was Filled With 
•ilirllllnc JCipcrlonces. 


NirgluH Michael Dragomanoff Stopniak, 


lin 'ulst, ethnologist, author and nihilist, 
mi a death 118 dramatic an tho life ho had 
li\( d. Stcpnlnk, while inoro prominent as 
n iiihllifct, will probably bo remembered 
rather as one ot tho throe novelists whom 
Lit lie Russia has given to tho world. 
I 
J< i roff, Miihooh and Stopniak all callod 
th.it corner of tho Hussiun empire their 
fal horland. Sttpniak's whole life was 
sliT.iudod in mystery, and his birthplace 
and name havo never boon authoritatively 
oHtubllshod. Ho IB supposed to have boon 
boi n in 1841 at Hudjatfcoli, in tho Ukraine 
mi untains, and to have come from a 
wimlnoblo family aofloendca from the Cos- 
KJ V*..a«.I •Abln&llv—Av jiTfcTVpafitylltj pQt^ 
lihhod Mivoral works during that time, 
•wMeli woro prohibited by tho government 
In 1862. In 1870 ho became a professor at 
the University of Kiev, but was removed 
fr<nn his chair by Iho government three 
yours later. Ho wi>s exiled in 187(1 un ao 
count of his criticism of tho system pur 
sue d by Count Tolstoi, one of tho minis 
tern of justioo, and ho thereupon settled in 
Geneva, writing various popular works in 
tlin Llttlo Russian dialect. IIo bogan to 
w<irk hard for tho establishment of equal 
political rights in Russia and declared 
agiilniit socialism as woll as absolutism. 


(in Aug. in, 1878, Vora Sassulltoh, a 


young woman nihilist, assassinated Gen- 
eral Tropoff, protect of police in St. Po- 
toisburg. Five months later Tropoff's 
MK coBsor, General Mozontzoff, was stabbod 
in Iho street., but thu assassin jumped Into 
n c irrlogo in waiting nnd osoapod.

Both woro sent to Siberia. Tho suspicion 
ha' boon persistent that a man named 
Kii/ohofTsky was tho assailant and that 
Kii/ohoffsky was Stepnlak. 
m,J,ion,Si8?«w,n? 'iMjils'nga 'SrJ 
IH wspapor devoted to tho Interests of an- 
ari hy. IIo came to tho United States in 
Di'< ember, 181)0, on a looturo tour for tho 
ptitpoRo of arousing sentiment against 
Jl'i'.slaii despotism. In London ho was 
constantly watched, and a number of at 
tempts woro made to carry him off 


Mirgius Michael Dragomanoff Stopniak 


—Ms phoudonym in full—tho most feared 
nihilist in tho world, dlod carrying the 
sociot of his identity to tho grnvo. For 26 
yoais ho was one of tho best known men 
in Kuropc, jut none know him. Ho was 
the recognized leader of tho nihilists, but 
pot manager of the bomb throwing cam- 
paign. 
His efforts woro along tho line of 


moral persuarion and appeal to the intel- 
lect 
His whole life, as wo have said, was 


enshrouded la mystery, and none, save 
perhaps a few, oould say whether he over 
participated in physical force plots, al- 
though ho wii? often suspected. It is cer- 
tain that in later years ho looked with loss 
favur upon radical measures, and frequent- 
ly Hpoka against them, 
Yot he did not 


disKiiiso his sympathy for the slayer of the 
lato czar. Stopniak means literally "The 
Son of tho Steppes," and ho admitted j.^ 


Apart from all quostlans'of right or 


wrong, or of expediency, as far as related 
to the cause to which Stepniak had dovot- 
prl hin life, the personal equation of the 
man lad much which is remarkable. 
He 


had Riven us in his "Career of u Nihilist," 
of 1889, tho peculiar traits of thoso men 
who have thrown down their challenge to 
tho czar. Human bravery has its heroic 
sidr, and Stopnlnk hod shown indifference 
to life a thousand times, but in a manner 
which is special. 


Si rgius Stopniak, though modest to a 


de^-ioo, was known among his fellow rev- 
olutionists to have planned ont many a 
HUM hod of escape for n condemned prison- 
er, »nd by his own personal prowess and 
ihocr daring effected rosouos. What groat 
dash, what self control, it -nust have tak- 
en to try at least In a crowded Russian, 
city to got to nnmn whose fatowas sealed! 
Stopniak, who drove a sledge alongside, 
would havo clone his best to pluck tho con- 
demned man right out of tho grip of tho 
armed soldiers, so as to put him ID his 
own sledge, and sq driven him off. 
This 


effort, as tho political prisoner Volkhovsky 
tolK us, failed, but iiot from any fault of 
Sereins Stepciiak. If on this occasion an 
unforeseen, accident prevented the accom- 
plishment of T.ho esoapo, nevertheless tho 
cool daring of Stopniak remains as saliont 
? 


s over. Many a man nnd woman who 
Ivt s today outside of Russia is of this 
world now because of the strong hand and 
courage of this nihilist. 


In appearance he was n man not quite 6 


foot in height, but his solid build and 
massive form, with breadth of shoulders 
and largo, well shaped head, made him 
appear not so tall as ho really was, 
His 


type of fooe was distinctly Russian, his 
forehead of great width and his eyes in- 
tensely blac!' It was a face showing will 
and control of power. One might specu- 
late long on tho ways of Stepnlnk and 
wonder how, with such a marked face, he 
was so long capable of escaping detection 
by means of disguises, for to change his 
appearance, one might fancy, required 
marked mobility of expression. 
1 Stopniak spoko English, French and 
Italian perfectly. In conversation in Eng- 
lish ho never scorned at loss for tho exact 
wotd, though he retained somewhat of a 
foreign accent. His voice wai singularly 
swiuit and wo!l modulated, and Ills man- 
ner, novor slow, was rather impassive. 
Thoroughly logical In describing tho con- 
dition of hla country, tho efforts made to 
establish some semblance of liberty in 
Russia, ho was not impassioned. Every 
argument was quietly, calmly presented. 
The enthusiasm in tho man ho kept latent. 
—Philadelphia Telegraph.

MQQEP AS FOODS. 


THE PECULIAR CUSTOM AND BELIEF 


CALLED "TOTEMISM." 


Almost everything Worth Eating Has at 


One Time or Another Been Under the 
Ban—A Frequent Cause of Religions Dis- 
putes and the Display of Bad Blood. 


In a J ooent issue of The Evening Post 


tho writer noted some superstitions about 
broad. Not less curious and interesting Is 
tho folklore which has clustered around 
tho various articles of food. 


E.tmi the days of Adam and Eve to tho 


present time there has been not only for- 
bidden fruit, but forbidden incuts and 
vegetables. 
For orio reason or another 


people have resolutely refused to oat any 
and alJ kinds of flesh, fish, fowl, fruits 
and plants. Thus, the applo, the pear, 
the str.iwbcrry, tho quince, tho bean, the 
onion, the look, the asparagus, the wood- 
paoker, tho pigeon, tho goose, tho deer, the 
boor, the turtle and tho ool—those, to name 
only a )ow eatables, have boon avoided as 
if unwholesome or positively injurious to 
health and digostlon. 


As we all know, tno Jews have lonps 


had a hereditary antipathy to pork. 
On 


the other hand, swino's flesh was highly 
esteemed by the ancient Greeks and Ro- 
mans. This fact is revealed by tho many 
references to pig as a dainty bit of food. 
At the groat festival hold annually in hon- 
or of 1 Jomotor, roast pig was the plooo flc 
resistance in tho bill of fare, because tho 
pig wiis tho sacred animal of Domctor. 
Aristophanes, in "Tho Frogs," makos one 
of the (haraotors hint that some of tho oth- 
ers "smell of roast pig.'' These people un- 
doubtedly had boon at the festival (known 
or 'A/srfE'iTgr--f-flasevwn-6' toolfp-ftrTAnsir 
other (<reok mystery or festival (known a1 
tho Elouslnla) abstained from certain food, 
and, aliovo all, from beans. 


Again, as wo all know, mice are OB 


tooinod in China and In some parts of In 
din. Jiut tho ancient Egyptians, Greeks 
and Jnws abhorred mice and would not 
touch mouse moat. Rats and fiold miu 
woro snored in old Egypt, and were not to 
be eaten on this account. 5o, too, in some 
parts of Greece, the mouse was tho saoroc 
animal of Apollo, and mice woro fed in 
his tomplos. Tho chosen people were for 
bidden to oat "the weasel, and the motise; 
and tho tortoise aftor his kind " Those 
came under tho designation of unoloan 
animals, which were to bo avoided. 


But people have abstained from eating 


kinds of flesh which oould not bo callec 
unoloan. 
For example, the people o: 


Theboh, as Herodotus tolls us, abstalnoc 
from shoop. What is the matter with mut 
ton chops? Then, tho ancients used to ab 
stain from certain vegetables. Indeed the 
Komans sneered at thoso Egyptians who 
did not dare to oat onions, looks or garlic. 
And yot the Romans themselves were su- 
perstitious about what they ato or what 
they should avoid eating. 
asks, "Why do the Latins abstain strictly 
from the flesh of the woodpecker?" 
In 


order to answer Plutarch's question cor- 
rectly It Is necessary to have some idea of 
the peculiar custom and belief called "to- 
temlsni." Thoro is a stage of society in 
which people claim descent from one 
kinship with beasts, birds, vegetables and 
other objects. This object, which is 
"totem," or family mark, they religiously 
abstain from eating. Tho members of the 
tribe are divided into olans or stocks, each 
of whl< h takes tho name of some animal, 
plant or object, as tho bear, tho buffalo, 
the woodpookor, tho aspniagus, and so 
forth 
No member of the boar family 


would dare to eat bear moat, but ho has no 
objection to eating buffalo steak. 
Even 


the marriage law Is based on this belief, 
and no man whoso family name Is Wolf 
may m.irry a woman whose family name 
is also Wolf 


In a general way It may be said that al 


most all our food prohibitions spring from 
tho extraordinary custom generally called 
toteuilem. Mr. Swan, who was a mission- 
ary for many years in the Kongo Free 
State, thus describes tho custom: If I 
not ont zebra flosh, they would reply, 
ohljila—i. o., "It is a thing to which we 
have an antipathy," or, bolter, "It is one 
of the things which our fathers taught us 
not to eat." 
So it seems the word "bash- 


Hang" means "the people who havo an 
antipathy to the leopard," tho "bashi- 
lamba," "those who huvo an antipathy to 
tho dog," and the ' bashllaulanzefu," 
"those who have an antipathy to the ele- 
phant." In other words, the mom bora of 
these stocks refuse to oat their totems, the 
zebra, the leopard and the elephant, from 
which they take their names. 


The survival of antipathy to certain 


foods was found among people as highly 
civilized as tho Egyptians, the Greeks and 
tho Romans. Quite a list of unimala whoso 
flesh was forbidden might be drawn up. 
For example, in old Egypt tho sheep 
oould not be oaten in Thebes, nor thu goat 
in Mondos, nor the cat in Bubastis, nor 
tho crocodile at Ombos, nor tho rat, which 
was saored to Ha, tho sun god. However, 
the people of one place had no scruples 
about eating the forbidden food of another 
place, aud this often led to religious dis- 
pu,tos and bad blood. 


Among the vegetables tabooed as food 


by the Egyptians may bo mentioned tho 
onion, the garlio and the leek. 
Lncian 


says tbat the inhabitants of Polusiimi 
adored the onion. 
According to Pliny, 


the Egyptians used to swear by tho look 
and the onion. Juvenal pokes fun at those 
who thought It a bin to eat them. Ho ox- 
olaiins, "Surely a vory religious nation 
fend a blessed peace, where every garden 
is overrun with gods'" 


The survivals of totemism among the 


ancient Greeks are vory interesting Fam- 
ilies named after animals and plants were 
cot uncommon. One Athenian gons, the 
loxldto, had for its ancestral plant tho 
asparagus. Wo may bo biiro that this plant 
was tabooed as food to every man, woman 
and child of the loxidaj.—L. J. Vanoo In 
New 5fork Post.

Instance of Seeds Holding; Suspended 


Their Oermiiiatlns: Powern For ODO Han- 
drecl Kad Fifty Years and Then Springing 
to Life Uudor Proper Treatment. 


Xot lo ti(? ago it was generally boliovad 


Mint gra.ns of wheat from Egyptian tombs 
had been nindo to gbrminato; and there 
eoeinod tharufore to bo no limit to the 
dormant life of a seed. When those stories 
were proved to be without foundation, 
there wai a goucral tendency to disbelieve 
nil of a similar kind. 
Now, however, it 


seems ofi'aljIlHhod that Roods may live, un- 
der propi'V conditions, a great many years, 
pcrlmjjs Tor centuries, and when wo con- 
sider tlmt under tlu'fio circumstances the 
protoploHin within the need actually main- 
tains Its vitality, tills fact is very signifi- 
cant. 
On the question of how seeds ac- 


complish this, much light has bee.i thrown 
by rwom experiments of C. de Cnndolle, 
the French botanist, which ho describes in 
Lo Revue Soioutlflque. 
Some parts of 


liin urtinJe uro as follows: 


"Seodh that have retained their germi- 


nating power are snld to possess 'latent 
life.' 
This expression lacks precision, for 


we may wk whether tho llfo of tho seeds 
Incompletely arrested or \l it is only re- 
tarded, mid the answers would not bo the 
same in all cases. 


"Wo owe to Messrs. Van Tleghom nnd 


Bouriler I lit! following experiment, which 
proves tl at seeds cun, in fact, live for a 
certain tune this retarded llfo. Three lots 
of tho sumo number of peas and beans 
wore plo'iid, the iient in tho open air, tho 
second in a sealed glass tube containing 
ordinary air, tho third in a sealed tube 
containing only ptiro carbonic ivciil pus. 
At tho end of two years tho seeds of the 
first lot iintl sensibly increased in weight, 
and nearly all had retained their germinat- 
ing powi r. 
Those preserved in tiio con- 


fined air had increased loss in weight and 
germinal ml In JOSH number than tho pre- 
ceding. 
Moreover, tho air contained in 


the tube willi them had changed in com- 
position. 
Its proportion of oxygen had 


fallen to 11.4 per cent, and there was 
mixed with it 3.8por cent of carbonic aold. 
AH lo the seeds kept in tho oarbonlo acid, 
nono nf tlitun cosild germinate, and thpir 
weight h id not changed." 


Experiments are then described by M. 


de Candollo that relate to tho wonderful 
power of resistance to cold displayed by 
seeds. 
Lxporimouts already mado by oth- 


ers show that those seeds may germinate 
after having been exposed to a tempera- 
ture of 1,008 kelow zero, centigrade. Now 
tho researches of Pictct In his celebrated 
low temperature laboratory in Berlin show 
that at such a point chemical action total- 
ly ceases. Hence tho active llfo of the 
seeds In question must have been really 
suspended, and nevertheless they woro 
nblu to Ki'rmiimtc when planted. 
In M. 


de Candolle's own experiments seeds wore 
subjected once a day for 118 days to a tem- 
perature of 378 to 638 below zero, for 8 to 
20 hours ut a timo, and notwithstanding 
this harsh treatment, they sprouted when 
planted. If the life of the seeds, however, 
were really suspended they must be able 
to live out of contact with air for a certain 
time. In order to see whether they could 
do this, M, de Candolle kept seeds under 
mercury from one to three months with- 
out killing them. 


In tills state of suspended life a seed is 


in a chemical condition, according to M. 
do Candollo, somewhat resembling that of 
an explosive mixture—that is, it is ready 
for chemical nation (growth), but that ac- 
tion will not begin until the surrounding 
conditions are right. 
In tho explosive 


those are conditions of drynoss, tempera- 
ture, etc.. just as they aro with tho seed. 
A soed, then, is a little bomb, only wait- 
Ing to be touched off to roloaso its storo of 
energy and send out « discharge in the 
shape of a sprout. 
M. de Caudolle ro- 


nmrks on this as follows: 


"This ntntoof chemical and vital inortla 


mny hist a long time, perhaps even Indoll- 
ultnly. 
Jt IH at lonsfc..ns it BnEimn to jiio. 


the only way of explaining the preserva- 
tion of hoods during a great number of 
years. 
C asos nre known whoro they havo 


germinated after a period BO long that it 
Is impossible to believo that thoy have 
continued in life, properly speaking, in 
tho interval, no matter how slowly the 
processes of life may have gone on. 
Here 


are some remarkable examples: 


"A. P. do Candollo mentions soods thai 


sprouted very well after more than fiO 
years. 


'•Girarrlin has seen beans sprout that 


had lain in tho storehouse of Tournofort 
more than 100 years. 


"In Ih50 Robert Brown sowed, from 


curiosity, somo seeds from tho collection 
of Sir Hans Slnauo, where thoy had re- 
mained for more than 160 years. 
Ho suc- 


ceeded in making several germinate, in 
particular one of Nelumbiurn spoolosum 
(a water lily), of which tho plan has been 
preserved in the British museum, where I 
saw it a few years since. 


"Tho alleged germination of mummy 


wheat Is, as is now generally known, but 
a baseless fable. 
It appears, besides, that 


tho wheat was always sterilized before bo- 
ing put into the sarcophagi, which pre- 
cluded all possibility of its growth. 
But 


to make up for the falsity of this story 
divers well authenticated facts show that 
seeds can preserve thoir power of sprouting 
after an extremely prolonged sojourn be- 
neath the earth—that is to say, in shelter 
from atmospheric influences. 


"The most extraordinary cose of this 


kind is that observed several years since 
by Profos-sor Do Holdroioh, director of the 
Botanio garden at Athens. 
While botan- 


izing in t ho neighborhood of the mines of 
Ltaurium this savant discovered, in 1873, 
a glaucium that he took at once to bo a new 
species, tiud ho described it under tho 
name of glaucium. This plant made its 
appearance on a piece of land from which 
liad recently been removed a thick layer of 
rubbish coming from tho ancient working 
of the neighboring mines. 
This layer 


must have been at least 1,500 years old. 
Unless wo believe in spontaneous genera- 
tion, kt seems necessary to suppose that 
this glnucium must bo a species that ex- 
isted long ago in the locality, whose seeds 
had boon preserved in tho earth and rub- 
bish that covered thorn."—Literary Di- 
gest.

HISTORIC WELAKA RIVER. 


It Is One of the Mont Interesting Streams 


In America* 


Tho historic Wolaka river, the modern 


St. Johns, is to tho stranger one of tho 
most interesting rivers on tho American 
continent. It is unique in many particu- 
lars which go to make up a rivor. Find- 
ing its sourco in the far south, it flows 
northward for nearly all its length, until 
reaching tho metropolis of Florida it 
turns eastward and pours its great volume 
of waters into the ocean. 
This fact seems 


tho more strange since the universal opin- 
ion prevails that tho extreme south is low 
and flat, and would leave tho impression 
that tho river ran up hill as it cuts its 
way through tho much higher laud of. our 
northern boundary. 


This, however, is a minor point of inter- 


est compared with the wild appearance it 
presents to the oyo of tho stranger as first 
ho beholds it, with its sombor cypress, al- 
most awaking superstition, and tho swamp 
hickory, with its peculiar foliage and small 
but rich, sweet nut, upon which tho far 
famed razor back hog, alike with tho beau- 
tiful gray squirrel, feasts in profound si- 
lence, but doubtless with voracious appe- 
tite. A large part of the shoro on each 
hand convoys an idea of vastness of ex- 
panse because impenetrable to tho eye. 
Tills sombor seono ih relieved by the stately 
palmetto, on which are often festooned 
from tree to troo the wild convolvuli. 
When scon in tho early morn, as the pala- 
tial steamers, seagoing and rivor, swiftly 
make thoir way up and down tho majestic 
stream, theso turn thoir beautful cup 
shaped flowers, white as snow, toward the 
coming king of day, sparkling with dew- 
drops. 


Tho broad savannas occasionally lie al- 


most apparently on tho level of tho river 
itself. 
On those quoor formations abound 


wild flowers of every hue, shape and ho- 
tjiniojil nrilm1. mukincr iinfl vnst nicturo. 
framed in tho surrounding forests, enliv- 
ened all ovor with birds of every hue and 
ewecit song, while tho strong, green 
growths present a tropical vigor of life 
which is really an inspiration to health 
and strength.—Jacksonville Times-Union. 


NOT AFRAID OF THIRTEEN. 


Thia, if True, Id Most Remarkable. 
Tho experiments of. W. Ingles Rogers 


would seem to show that real images of 
objects are formed on the human retina. 
Mr. Rogers looked fixodly at a shilling in 
daylight for a full minute, thon covered 
tho window of ths room with a yellow 
screen to exclude actinic rays, and fixed 
his eye steadily on tho center of a photo- 
graphic plato, keeping all his thoughts oc- 
cupied with tho imago of the shilling. 
After looking at tho plate for 48 minutes 
he developed it and found a dim outline 
of the coin. 


Continuing his experiments, Mr. Rogorp 


produced a "psychogram" in the presence 
of throe trustworthy witnesses, the object 
being a postage stamp, instead of a coin. 
Tho stamp wus placed in a strong light 
and looked at for ono minute, then remov- 
ed, and a photographic plate put in its 
place. Mr. Rogers continued to look at 
tho plate for 20 minutes. It was then de- 
veloped, and the image obtained was re- 
produced in The Amateur Photographer. 
Although somewhat vague, it shows that 
an image on the retina can send out rays 
capable of influencing a sensitive plate 
and lends some color to the notion that a 
picture of his murderer remains in a mur- 
dorod man's eyo.—London Globe.

intorlor of which lias no oorrtor, This Is 
the Occidental club building on Stockton 
Mroct, which recently became the property 


<j( Chris Buckloy. Where thore commonly 
nro corners In npurtinontH of resldenoca, In 
Oils IIOUKO art, only gantle, well rounded 
i iirvcs. 
Tho vortical walls fall to describe 


n right nnglo to the colling. The base of 
t lie vertical walls molts by n ourvo Into the 
fhxir, and where ordinarily are corners of 
ii room are other curve*. 


Architecturally in this respect the Inte- 


rior of thu clubhouse Is unique. When the 
architectural fact first dnwiiod on the ap- 
prehension of Buckley's followers, they 
hpeculated awhile over the proposition and 
fI nully gave It up as to why rooms should 
)io built on this plan. 


In the basement is n largo apartment, 


v hloh Is supplied with numerous rows of 


< hairs, and '• thoro," as ono of the mom- 
liorH of the club expressed it, "is where do 
hoys do do rough work." 
It is largo 


rnough for a mooting room. Its colling is 
high above the floor. It Is far enough re- 
moved from tho main apartment on the 
nost floor above and shut off with suf- 
ficient thickness of flooring and tight fit- 
ting doors, so that tho enthusiasm which 
mioumulates there on occasion never dls- 
1 urbs tho more tranquil politicians assom- 
lilod above. In this room originated tho 
Ideas architecturally expressed throughout 
tlie interior. 


Tho property was formerly owned by 


Mrs. John M. Pock, who was a spiritualist 
»ad listened to tho promptings of medi- 
ums. 


Mrs. Pool was a woman of vory deter- 


mined mind, positive and possibly aggress- 
ive, and wliou she began an enterprise 
hho carried It out. 
There was nothing ro- 


marknblo about tho property until her in- 
^einuity and energy began to change the 
Interior. 
It is a sufllolontly imposing 


htruotnro on tlio exterior, with turrets and 
\urloiiH projections, but Its location is such 
t hat whatever external beauties it has ore 
llnblii to csoapo attention. 


Tho pplrlts mild ono day to Mrs. John 


M. Pock that they objected to corners. 
At lonst that Is the story, and those who 
Knew Mrs. Peek will suggest that this is 
11 very reasonable supposition considering 
the origin of this houseful of curves.

j t'con struct at tho piiKgoitlon of spirit 
loleos, spent between f50,000 and 176,000 
In making tho interior of her building 
what It Is. 


Tho large room in tho basement previ- 


ously alluded to was devised particularly 
fur a seance room, and it was fitted up 
with benches, some of which may have 
tjee-u occupied, according to her fancy, by 
Intangible beings, while tho others accom- 
modated people in the flesh. 


There is a staircase which, In its present 


shape, Is the product of throe attempts to 
make something satisfactory. 
It was 


t \vluo pulled down and a third time allowed 
to stand. At the foot of this staircase a 
magnificent bird, with delicate and finely

(haraoteristlo attitudes and pursuing their 
favorite pursuits In mountain fastnesses, 
In jungles and tangled copses, are lions, 
1 HUM'S, tigers and hyenas—a general assort- 
ment, In fact, of oarnivora on dress parade. 


In observing the general theory of ro- 


tundity Mrs. Pock's mind, or the sugges- 
tions made to Mrs. Peek's mind, did not 
hick variety. 
Taking counsel of many 


hints, either from within or without, a 
variety of finish was devised which, con- 
sidering there are only 15 rooms and that 
nor ingenuity and acceptance of sugges- 
t ions manifested themselves mainly on the 
t wo floors, certainly displays great mental 
furtllity. 


How Mrs. Pock, listening to what sho 


nupposed wore voices from another world, 
chased the fluctuations of the stock mar- 
ket up and down, sometimes making mon- 
ey and sometimes losing it, but always 
having within her the culm assurance that 
nome time sho would possess a large for- 
t une, is a matter of oommou knowledge 
among middle aged people now residing 
here who knew her.

Apart from tho impulse which actuated, 
I ho honso would attract attention only by 
i he disparity between the interior and the 
interior. For it is not a mansion In out- 
ward appearance in the modern acceptance 
of tho term, but tho interior betrays lavish 
expenditures. Tho assurance of those who 
know that tho work was done several 
t lines over makes it seem very probable 
that Mrs. Peek may have expended as high 
us 170,000, as alleged. The one bill tor 
painting Is perhaps a sufficient indication 
»f tho obi rgas which were not low. In any 
instance, she had original ideas in the Une 
of making the home comfortable. 
Her 


ohlef aim, however, was" to make it mas- 
sive and elegant.—San Francisco Exam- 
iner.
